Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art does not anticipate or make obvious inter alia, e) implanting a less than whole 
second portion of said polysilicon layer with P-dopant species, said second portion 
different from said first portion, said P-dopant species about contained within said 
polysilicon layer; f) implanting said first portion of said polysilicon layer with a first 
nitrogen containing species, said first nitrogen containing species essentially contained 
within said polysilicon layer; and after (a) - (f), patterning said first portion of said 
polysilicon layer into a first polysilicon line and patterning said second portion of said 
polysilicon layer into a second polysilicon line, as required by the present Claims.
